The price of the new work on caffe and 
Their Diseases, by Dr. Murray, noticed in 
our last week's issue, in $2.50 instead of 
g2.80, as the printers had it. 


An instance of waning enthusiasm for 
ensilage is noticed by The Farm Journal. 
“He built a nice silo six years ago,” and 
for some time it was favorite topic, but 
he hasn’t mentioned itin a twelvemonth. 
Last season he cured his corn in the old 
way; and this spring sold the stone for- 
merly used for weighting. 


In New York State the season for butter- 
making has been fine, and there is more 
packing dewn in firkins in creameries and 
more general holding for fall and winter 
markets in private dairies than for several 
years back. ‘The market is quite firm for 
the finest butter. A carload of Western 
dairy butter was offered in New York last 
week at fifteen cents. Sales of butter as 
compared to receipts have been rather 
light 
& Exporters of butter operated in New 
York last week to a fair extent at fifteen to 
seventeen cents, with some choice lots 
taken at eighteen to nineteen cents. It 
this movement should continue it would be 
a great help to the market. Late advices 
from England intimate that a liberal quan- 
tity of American butter will be wanted if 
prices are kept on a low basis. Up to last 
week the exports of butter from the United 
States and Canadian ports for the season 
were less than for the same time last year. 











The shipments from Presque Isle, Cari- 
bou and Fort Fairfield during the year 1886, 
are as follows: 1275 cars shingles, 675 cars 
potatoes, 313 cars hay and straw, 303 cars 
starch, 275 cars railroad sleepers, 64 cars 
sheep, 37 cars stock, 33 cars last blocks, 26 
cars long lumber, 10 cars bark, 9 cars 
clapboards, 7 cars oats, and 78 cars general 
merchandise. ‘The total number of cars 
shipped for the year 1886, 3105, of which 
Caribou sent out 1070, Fort Fairfield 1062, 
and Presque Isle 973. 


In reporting the exhibits of stock and 
prizes won at the Royal counties’ show at 
Reading, England, the Live Stock Journal, 
London, states that there were of sheep 
286, horses 190, cattle 605, pigs 102, butter 
exhibits 171, and poultry exhibits 358, a 
total of 1,712as against 1,244 in 1886, and 
of 1,001 in 1885. Of the sheep the South- 
downs made 94 entries, Oxfords 22, Shrop- 
shires 41, and the remainder of long wools. 
Of the cattle the Shorthorns included 111 
entries, Sussex 55, Devons 34, Herefords 
number not given but not large, though 
the quality is reported good, Jerseys nearly 
300 head, Guernseys 88. 








The cabbage worms must now be looked 
after if you would have the cabbages free 


from their ravages. Sprinkle with fine salt 
in the morning when the dew is on, or better 
still, dissolve the salt in water and sprinkle 
with the solution. Black pepper is also 


aremedy, though more expensive than the 
salt. Sprinkle through fine muslin when 
the cabbages are damp. Without these 
attentions the work of these filthy pests 
will be such as to entirely unfit the cab- 
bage for table use. The application will 
have to be repeated from time to time 
through the season as the insect continues 
his destructive work well up to cold 
weather. 





The great hay crop of the State is now 
nearly all harvested except along the north- 
ern border where the grass is one or two 
weeks later than in the interion and where 
the work still lingers. The crop is a great 
one all over the State, While the bounty 
of the crop is not entirely equal throughout 
the State, yet there is mo nook nor corner 
where it has not proved better than a full 
crop. The yield may safely be put down 
atfrom ten to twenty per cent. above an 
average, according to locality. Basing es- 
timates on the census figures we may 
safely figure a full one and a quarter mil- 
lion tons as the aggregate yield of the State 
for the year. And it is in the best of con- 
dition. It was cut in season and housed 
bright and fragrant. 


It is a waste of words to call the atten- 
tion of those who are still hard at work 
closing up the -haying that the weeds 
among the corn and potatoes need atten- 
tion. Of course the haying cannot-be left 
for other less pressing work, yet if dull 
weather intervenes, and at any rate as soon 
48 the baying is over, the potatoes at least 
should receive attention. There is no crop 
that is more injured from being allowed to 
get weedy than this. There is a two-fold 
damage—the crop will be seriously re- 
duced and the cost of digging will be 
largely enhanced. In fact, the cost of hoe- 
ing at the present time will many times be 
More than saved in the easier digging at 
harvest. Don’t be afraid, then, of giving 
the potatoes « clean hoeing at this time.

In the effort to meet the popular demand 
at the present time for brevity of expres- 
sion, and for crisp and clean eut para- 
graphs which may be read at a glance, 
there has crept in a carelessness on the 


want to wade through a column, more or 


less, of items, in their agricultural paper, 
only to find there is nothing in them ap- 
plicable either to them or their locality? 
Or should they be asked to read items so 
commonplace and well known as to be 
without interest,or so at variance with 
sound practice as to be misleading, or at 
best without value? 

‘As an illustration of a useless platitude, 
in a paper before us which claims to be « 
leader in the field of newspaper agricul- 
ture, isa paragraph wisely informing its 
progressive agricultural thinkers what is 
meant by a farrow cow. Did it oceyr to the 
editor who penned or scissored that para- 
graph that not a reader of his paper, young 
or old, had gained anything from its inser- 
tion? An exchange, in recommending that 
green peas be provided for a longer season 
than the three or four weeks of midsum- 
mer, states that “they can be sown suc- 
cessfully till the latter part of July.” 
True enough as far as it goes, but in prac- 
tice ‘“‘sowing successfully” and growing 
successfully are not always one and the 
same thing. A little reliable knowledge 
on the matter would have shown that peas 
are not successfully grown in the latter 
part of the season, and it is rightfully sup- 
posed that a paper whose mission is to in- 
form and educate, should exercise care that 
its teaching is not misleading. 

These small matters illustrate what we 
are after, and they are suggestive that 
criticism may not end here. We believe it 
is better not to fill up a paper with much 
“that is not so;” and it seems useless to 
make it up of that which every one knows 
as well as the writer. The office of the 
agricultural paper should be to collect 
and publish information for the benefit of 
its readers. Whether its contents shall 
lead to a better knowledge of agricultural 
affairs and to more successful méthods of 
work, or whether it shall inculcate errors 
of practice which tend to disappointments 
and to losses, will depend upon the qualifi- 
cations and the careful scrutiny of those 
who have its preparation in charge, and 
the faithfulness with which their duties 
are performed. ‘The responsibility need 
not be considered a light one. 





Coloring not a Fraud. 


Frequent squibs are found going through 
the papers condemning the coloring of but- 
ter, and denominating it a fraud and ona 
parallel with the oleomargarine cheat. 
Occasionally the thing is carried still fur- 
ther, and dairymen themselves in the prac- 
tice of using artificial coloring, are eet 
down as equally guilty with those are 
cheating their customers will: colored Jard 
and tallow in place of the butter that is 
wanted. ‘These are all loaded and fired ir 
the interest of the counterfeit butter trac 
and have no other object (han the divert- 
ing of public attention from the counter- 
feit carried on. 

The fact is there is no shade of a par- 
allel between the acts of coloring the two 
substances. Neither are dairymen guilty 
of an overt act in the coloring of their but- 
ter. There is neither cheat, counterfeit 
nor crime about it. In the shading of but- 
ter the dairyman is siusply complying with 
the demand of purchasers. Consumers re- 
quire that the butter they use be brought 
up toa nearly uniform standard of color. 
The maker has no option about it. It is 
butter all the same, pure and undefiled, 
whether with or without color. ‘The silk- 
en fabric, whether in shades of lavender, 
blue or black, still is silk, and the manu- 
facturer who has given it the shades called 
for in trade is guilty of no fraud or deceit 
in so doing. Like the dairyman he is sim- 
ply putting his goods into the condition 
called for by purchasers. 

On the contrary, coloring oleomargarine 
is an intentional fraud. It is done that it 
may pass in trade as butter, and as such it 
becomes a counterfeit. ‘The selling of the 
article as butter is no less acrime than 
dealing in counterfeit money. No one, 
then, can for a moment be blinded by the 
foolish and the unjust claim that dairymen 
can be set down in the same class, or even 
that they are in any degree censurabie for 
the simple act of coloring butter. 


Clover Hay. 

There is lots of clover hay this year, and 
a large admixture of clover with nearly ail 
of the hay of the farm. This ought to 
make farmers feel happy, for no other for- 
age plant cultivated is so valuable for fod- 
der as this. Well cured clover hay, cut at 
the right stage, is as valuable as a part ra- 
tion to be fed with other fodders as the 
much coveted wheat bran which so many 
farmers are pleased to buy at a cost twice 
the market price of the clover hay. When 
found mixed with the common grasses of 
the farm, as it so generally is this year, 
it adds much to the value of the hay for 
feeding to the common stock of the farm.

‘The Plow. 


[Libby Prize essay by W. J. Hancock, Saco.] 
Among all people, with the exception of 
a few tribes of savages, ulture exists, 








and the more civilized the ple the more 


dependent they are on farms and farming. 
As man increases in intelligence he 


comes more and more earnest to invent 


some heme gh | which manual labor can 
be lessened, and so we have at the present 
time innumerable implements and ma- 


chines 


All nations being dependent on agricul- 
ture, anything that aids the farmer in per- 
forming his labor, and thus lessens the 
number required on the farm and increases 
the number that can engage in other useful 
occupations, is a blessi: to mankind. 
Farm implements are t y doing this, 
and to them we owe many of the ‘orts 
we enjoy. 

The plow is acknowledged to be the most 
important cultural implement; as has 
been said, ‘The plow lies at the foundation 
of all wealth, and is the basis of all civil- 
ization.” ‘The origin of the plow is not 
known, but its history can be traced until 
it is lost in the dim distance of antiquity, 
To write the history of the plow woudl Be 
to write the history of agriculture. The 
original plow was probably similar to those 
found at the present day among the most 
degraded nations, consisting of the crooked 
limb of a tree, with a p ting point for 
tearing the soil, and a placed at 
nearly a right le to the beam. This 
form is similar to engraved on some 
of the ancient Egyptian monuments. 
fection is approached by ; thus the 
first plow was a very rude implement, but 
improvements were made until near the 
time of the Dark Ages, when even civiliza- 
tion itself began to deteriorate. 

The Romans may have had plows that 
possessed advantages which ours do 
for their writers speak of plows with 
mould-boards, and plows without mould- 
boards; plows with coulters, and plows 
without coulters; plows with wheels, and 
plows without wheels; plows with broad 
pointed shares, and plows with narrow 
pointed shares, and plows that had shares 
with a high cutting front. But however 
perfect the plow might have been before 
he Middle Ages, we are sure that at their 

jose it was a very rude implement. 


in this country, during the colonial pe- 


riod, the plows were made of wood, those 
parts which were most subjected to wear, 


+} exeepting the share (which was made of 


wrought iron, with a steel point), being 
covered with pieces of iron, such as the 
blade of an old hoe, or worn out horse 
shoes. ‘These plows must have been very 
hard of draft, and have done very imper- 
fect work. 

in 1797, Thos. Jefferson gave his famous 
theory as to the best shape of the mould- 
board; this theory received much more at- 
tention in England than it did in this coun- 
try. Plows made according to it were a 
great improvement on those then in exist- 


ence, but had many defects. 


The invention of the cast iron plow in 
1797, by Chas. Newbolt of Burlington, N. 
J., was the beginning of a new era in the 
history of the American plow. It was not 
received with favor, and although Newbolt 
used it successfully, he was able to get 


only a few to even try it, for the false no- 


tion prevailed that the cast iron poisoned 
the soil, was injurious to its fertility, and 
promoted the growth of weeds. 

cctking of modern plows, there 
is one of the old type that deserves men- 


tion, and that is the famous Daniel Webster 


plow. It is said Mr. Webster had several 


acres of land that had been covered with a 
growth of stunted oaks, which were cut for 


fire wood. The stumps were so numerous 
that it would have taken a long time to 


have removed them with a — puller, 
and they were too firm for any plow then 


in existence to grapple with. To meet this 


difficulty, Mr. Webster constructed, to a 


large degree with his own hands, probabl 
the largest plow ever made. Its total 
was thirteen feet, the beam being nine 
and one inch, and the handles six feet and 
four inches. The mould-board was made 
of wood, covered with strips of iron, and 
turned a furrow one foot deep, and two 
feet wide. It was with reference to this 
med that Mr. Webster said: “When I 
ve hold of the handles of my plow, 
with four yoke of oxen to pull it » 
and hear the roots crack, and see 
stumps all go under the furrow out of 
sight, and observe the clean mellowed sur- 
face of the plowed land, I feel more enthu- 
siasm over my achievement than comes 
from my encounters in public life in Wash- 
ington.”

If the sod of a piece of grass land be 


turned over in June, the turf will rot and 
furnish food for another crop. 
There are many varieties of plows for 


doing work under different conditions, but 


they can be put into two general classes, 
that is, those that pulverize the soil, and 
those that simply turn it over for the pur- 
pose of converting the sod into plant food. 

If the object be to pulverize, the curve of 
the mould-board should be irregular, so 
that it will have a b action on the 
soil. ‘The irregularity of the curve should 
be just enough to overcome the tenacity of 
the soik because the less the regularity the 
greater the draft. 

If the object be simply to turn over the 
slice, the curve of the mould-board should 
be regular, so as to lessen the draft. Two
